COMMITTEE'S PROPOSALS 

In the “Government Gazette” is 
published’ the drafts of a Bill to 
amend the Stamp Duties Ordinance. 

It is stated under “Objects and 
Reasons” ;— : 


1, The main object of this bill is j- 


to carry out one of the recommenda- 
tlons of the recent Stamp Duties 
Committee. The opportuniy has 
been taken to make certain other 
amendments also. . 

2. The present definition of the 
term “letter 


ther shares are 
the words used in the definition 
are “movable property.” Section 
2 of this Ordinance. amends the de- 
finition so ay to refer to “goods, 
shares, or marketable securitles.’ 


Trust Receipts 


3. Exemption (b) to Heading 
No: 16 in the Schedule to the 
principal Ordinance exempts “trust 
receipts given to a banker.” The 
intention evidently -was ta exempt 
such documents from stamp duty 
altogether, but it has been asug- 
gested that it might be arguable 
that a trust - receipt given to a 
bankex,. while not liable to duty 
as a declaration of trust, is liable 
to duty as a mortage, under the 
provisions of aection 8.(3) which 
lays down that an instrument which 
is chargeable under more than one 
heading in the Schedule shal! be 
charged under that heading imposes 
the highest duty. Section 8 of this 
Ordinance accordingly adds to ‘the 
definition of the term “mortagage” 
words which exclude from the mean- 
ing of that term “trust receipta 
given to a banker.”

Following —instriretions’ from 
Home, the Hong Kong Government 
has now taken the steys réquired 
in connection with the mui taal 
question in the Colony. Regisra- 
tion‘is to be enforced as from De- 
cember 1 and regulations 
been made, 

By ‘announcement in the 
“Gazette,” H.E, the Governor-in- 
Council has fixed the day mention- 
ed (1st of next month) when Part 
Il of the Female Domestic Ser- 
vice Ordinance (No. 1 of 1923) 
comes into operation. Regulations 
follow :— . 

Registration may be cffected at 
the office of the Secretary for, Chin- 
ese Affairs, or at the office of the 
District Officer at Tai Po, or at any 
police station, The register shall be 
kept by the Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs, ae 3 : 

The particulars required on regis 
tration shall be those specified in 


Appendix A, so far as they can rea- 
sonably be ascertained, and the fin- 


ger prints of the mui-tsai shall be’ 


recorded in the register. 


The. registration: form; which fille 
‘ed up, shall be read by or to the 
employer, or shall be interpreted to 
him if'h 
derstand English sufficiently well, and 
shall be signed by the employer. ~~ 


As soon as may ‘be after registra- 
tlon, identification tickets, in English 
and Chinese, for the purpose of faci- 
Itatng future reference shall 
given to the employer and to the mui- 
tsai, and the “said tickets shall bo 
vearefully preserved by them and shall 
be produced by them on the occasion 
of any Bubsequent application or re- 
port. The ticket given to the em- 
ployer and to the mul-teal shall bé 
in the form given in Appendix B.

ENGLISH COTTON 
TRADE 


EFFECT OF AMERICAN CROP 
"STATISTICS 


ESTIMATE UNDULY LOW 

The undercurrent of demand in 
cotton yarn and plece goods has 
continued healthier, and although 
orders have been. placed frregular- 
ly, 
extent and many leading manufac- 
turers have extended order lists, 
writes the “Straits Times.” During 
the past few days there has, of 
course, been a certain amount of 
nervousness in “trading circles 
owing to the divided opinions as to 
the probable effect of the official 
American crop statistics. These 
were published on Monday, Sep- 
tember 9, und Indicated a yleld 
exclusive of linters of 14,825,000 


bales against. 15,549,000 bales a> 


month ago, and compared with 


last year’s crop of 14,478,000 bales.: 


The statistics were worse than 
expected and an advance in prices 
took place. 

Since then, however, an easiar 
tendency has prevailed owing to 


‘the fact that since the crop report’ 


was made up (September 1) the 
drought in Texas, the largest cot- 
ton growing area in the United 
States, has broken. Prices, how- 
ever, are still slightly dearer than 
a month ago. Bearing in mind 
the large acreage planted by the 
Southern farmers, the present 
indicated outturn is disappointing, 
but following a month of serious 
deterioration due to lack of rain- 
fall and increased boll . weevil 
ravages some improvement Is ex 
pected, and it ia difficult for

Speculative Buying for India 

A feature of Interest in the cloth 
market has been the large specula- 
tive buying for India by certain 
leading shipping ‘houses. Although 
most of the activity has been 
in Nght bleaching cloths such as 
mulls, jacconets and nainsooks 
very fair buying haa taken place 
in white ahirtings. Lancashire 
goods, however, are meeting with 
increased competition from Japan- 
ese imports in India, and the 
latest returns of imports are 
somewhat alarming. Figures'com- 
piled ‘by the Bombay Chamber 
of Commerce show the big strides 
being made into Lancashire's form: 
er exclusive trade by Japan, 
Switzerland and Italy, With re- 
gard to grey shirtings, the total im-

\ been distinctly firmer, buyers ex- 
tperfencing much more difficulty in 
obtaining concessions from spin- 
ners. Business in Egyptian yarns 
remains patchy. Regarding the 
future course of prices, the present 
indications do not point to Ameri- 
can cotton belng ‘below 10d. per 
tb. in the near future.

Chinese Pirates Do Not 
- Change 


HOME OF 7 RUPFTANS 

The “Manchester Guardian” says: 

Other things change in China but 
the pirates do not. Even their 

ethods do not change, and why 

hould they, since they are so auccess- 
ful?: A Japanese steamer left Swatow 
with 143 Chinese passengers. Tt has 
been the habit of Chinese pirates for 
years to masquerade as innecent pas- 
sengers, and it is hard on merchant 
enptains that they must slways 
reckon on a praportion of their passen- 
gers being cut-throats, Still, that is 
the rule, and this Japanese steamer 
had taken the usual precautions— 
stec! grilles to restrain the passen- 
gers, armed Indian watchmen, and the 
like. The passengers, however, being 
suMfcicntly Westernized to believe 
that stce! bars do not a prison make, 
broke ont, attacked the watchmen, 
who were “taken unawares,” selzed 
the ship, took her into an inlet in 
Bins Bay and looted her. 

Bias Bay has been for many years 
the home ‘of these, rufflans, and it 
seems likely to be so for many more. 
Sometimes the British at Hong Kong 
take matters into their own ' hands. 
They raid the Bay and burn a few 
sampans anil empty houses, after 
which the pirates return. No Gover 
ment in Chinn—whether there is one 
at Canton, Nanking, or Peking—stops 
the piracy, which springs from the 
general lawlessness infecting tha 
country. But the task is a limited 
one and ought not to be extremely 
dificult. A small coastal police, if 
it were cfficlent and honest, could 
grapple with it, 

Any Chinese Government’ which is 
anxious for foreign support will re- 
cognize that one excellent proof of its 
sincerity and authority would be the 
extinction of this endless brigandago 
on the southern const.

Of Incarnation 


To discuuss = any 
doctrine at once adequately and in 
Isolation fs, fram the nature of the 
case, Impossible. Theological 
doctrines are theories which at- 
tempt to state the truth about the 
realities with which religion is 
concerned; and, as such, they must 
inevitably. be philosophical. But 
no philosophical theory can be dis- 
cussed In isolation; for no single 
truth (I must assert) is -indepen- 
dent of, or permanently — isolable 
from, the whole truth, An ad- 
equate consideration gf any one 
doctrine, therefore, implies vome- 
thing like a whole theory of reality. 
[t is true that many doctrines seem 
to be pictorial rather: than -philo- 
sophical, expressing imaginative 
symbol rather than truth; yet 
such doctrines cnn neither satisfy 
permanently a mind which wishes 
to think, nor set limits : beyond 
which thought may not pass. 
Theology must go beyond them; 
though to what extent theology it- 
self is bound to undertake a philo- 
sophical examination of its own 
presuppositions we need nor en- 
quire, ; 
Two Consequences 
From this, two consequences fol- 
First, where there are 
varieties of philosophical outlook 
there will ‘be varieties of Christian 
doctrine, Different thinkers have 
sought; and will continue to seek, 
an interpretation of Christianity in 
terms of that theory ' of the world 
which, In their view, explains most 
they 


wish to understand, And this ex- 


‘| perience, for. the Christian theolo- 


gian, must be the world as it con+ 


‘| fronts the Christian, taking account 


of all that it contains, whether dis-. 
tinctively Christian or not. 
Doctrine, thereforz, is not immut- 
able, but subject to the changes 


.Jand varieties of vystems of thought. 


Secondly, doctrines will be subject, 


‘lin some degree, 9 uncertainty and 


doubt. However ‘authoritative’ a 
given doctrine may be held to be, 
by reason of its antiquity ‘or of the 


i} formal manner of its promulgation, 


it expressea “truth 


a claim that 
be gubject to 


must nevertheless 


those cannons which govern truth in’ 
‘Fall branches of speculative enquiry 


alike. Doctrines may indeed be 
imposed as opinions by authority; 
but, ultimately, truth can have no 
criterion’ beyond itself, and to seek 
elrewhere a ‘basis for the truth of 
a theological doctrine is, in the 
end, {rrational. From, these con- 
sequences we cannot, and in my 
opinion we should ‘not wish to, 
escape. It is from this standpoint 
that I approach the subject of this 
paper. , : 
Valuation Justified 

I begin the’ d@izcussion with an 
assumption. leaving its further In- 
terpretation ‘till a later stage. I 
assume, namely, that the Christian 
yaluation of the person and work 
of Jeaus is justified. But I pur- 
posely use the indefinite term 
‘valuation, for Ido not wish to 
assume the truth of any particular 
theory, In terms of’ which this 
yaluation may have been fnterpret- 
ed. For reasons I have given, 
these ‘ theorles (our traditional

remained, often curiously unrecon- 
ciled, ag miay be clearly seen in 
popular ideas of immortality, 
Idea of Incarnation 
This issue is one of the most 
far-reaching in philosophy, For 
the one view the temporal order of 
events {s a fundamenta! character 
of reality a3 a whole; for the other 
it is a character only of certain 
beings or worlds within it. | The 
form which the idea of Incarnation 
will take will obviously depend in 
no small degree upon whether the 
dnterpretation is effected in terms 
of one or the other of these philo- 
sophieal positions. But, so far as 
I can see, belief in Incarnation does 
not, by ‘itself, involve acceptance of 
one of these positions more clearly 
than the other. An interpretation 
of “the meaning °of Incarnation 
would be possible in terms of either.

But I must.add, parentheti- 
cally, that it makes all the differ- 
ence ‘whether the idea of progress 
or betterment is to ‘be applied to the 
universe as a whole or only to cer- 
tain beings within it. The asser- 
tion of the ultimate reality of time 
really implies the former, whereas 
the latter fs quite consistent with 
the denial of that assertion. 
Evolution may ben fact, even 
though reality as a whole is not 
evolutionary; indged, it may well 
be urged that evolution, ainca it 
seems to imply the 
a changing element and a relative- 
ly more stable environment, is itself 
only intelligible if predicated, not 
of the universe, but of the parts 
within it. es

| OFFENSIVE LETTER 


Official Asks For Its

MAKING A FILTER 


Here {s a very simple filter that 
may often be useful.

WHY LIBRARIES ARE POPULAR 


THE MODERN HOUSE 
. RESPONSIBLE 
“There is no doubt a definite 
growth in the use of public 
libraries, due to the greater read- 
ing habits of the people—which are 
fostored by such agencies as wire- 
less broadcasts—and also, in’ no 
small measure, to the difficulty of 
accommodating books in the avyer- 
age modern house,” 
This statement appears in the an- 


‘nual report of the Croydon libraries, 


entitled “Reading in Croydon—An 
account, of a year, 1928-29.” 
. During the year the total number 
of issues exceeded 1,500,000, repre- 
senting a record issue of seven 
items per annum per head of the 
population, compared with 4.6 per 
head in. 1923-24. The cost of the 
entire library service to the town 
for the year was 1s. G44d. per head. 

The steady increase in the use 
of the libraries is shown in a table 
giving figures for . five-yearly 
periods, beginning with 1893-94, 
when the average fssue per person 
was 2.3, It stood at 8.1 between 
1908 and 1909.
